T h e P o s itio n o f K enntor J o h n P . J o n e» 
S a n F r a n c is c o , September 20th.— The 
New York Worbl yesterday published a dis­ 
patch from Washington, statins;, among other 
thing», that “ Jones of Nevada ” had written 
a letter renouncing Kepublicanism. 
Tbe 
public naturally attribute it to United Sena­ 
tor John P. Jones, and it is assumed by the 
Senator that it is intended for him. 
In an 
interview on the subject to-day, that gentle­ 
man, who is now in this citv, very emphati­ 
cally declares that if the New Yoik World 
means to say that any such letter has been 
written by him, the statement is unqualitiedly 
fslse. 
He has not for many weeks written 
any letter in which politics has been men­ 
tioned. 
“ I did favor,” said the Senator, 
"th e nomination of General Grant tor the 
Presidency by the Chicago Convention, but 
wheu the Convention decided the question by 
nominating Garfield, Mr. Garfield became 
my choice, and I regard him as eminently 
fitted for the position. 
And,” continued the 
Senator, with emphasis, “ there has been no 
election since that time when the Democratic 
pirty in 1SC1 resolved itself into the rebel 
army, more important than the present one— 
none in which the success of the Republican 
party was of greater import nice to tile welfare 
of the country.” Gn the subject of the status 
of the State of Nevada in the coming Pret-i- 
dential Htruggl», Mr. Jones said : “ 1 have no 
doubt Nevada will cast her electoral vote for 
the Republican nominees.” 
Referring to the 
allusion made in th 1 World's letter to his 
preference for United States Senator to be 
chosen by the next legislature of Nevada, 
Mr. Jones said: “ So far as the Senatorial 
controversy is concerned, the etupidity of the 
letter is manifest; for it was not known until 
within a day or two ago that Fair would be a 
candidate, and we have not yet a positive as­ 
surance that Mr. Sharon is a candidate for 
renomination."

Legislature 
consists of seventy-four members. 
Of that 
number there are at present twelve or thir­ 
teen hold-over Republican Senators, and Mr. 
Jones believes that a sufficient number of Re­ 
publicans will be elected to make up the num­ 
ber necessary to elect a Republican Senator.

After serving there for a year or two 
he commenced practice as an attorney in the 
P.-lice and Justice Courts, and subsequently 
was admitted to the higher Courts of tbe 
State. 
About five years since he attempted 
to bj elected District Attorney by running 
independently for that office, but was de­ 
feated. 
Having represented himself as a 
siugle man, he succeeded in gaining the affec­ 
tions of an amiable young lady of this city, 
and they were united in matiiage. It was 
not loug, however, before he was recognizeel 
on the streets by visitors traveling here as a

His subsequent famiiy relations we pass in 
silence, but his general demeanor we claim as 
a just matter of criticism.

has been arraigned and tried for misdemeanor 
thirteen times since his advent here. 
During 
that time, in drunken brawlB in saloons and 
other places, he has at least a dczen limes 
drawn his revolver on as many individuals 
and commanded them what they should or 
should not do. and in several instances shots 
have been exchanged, but until in the case of 
Glancey without effect. Times without num­ 
ber 
he 
has on the slightest 
provoca­ 
tion, and frequently without any provo­ 
cation at all, opened his mouth, and with­ 
out regard to truth or decency, given vent 
to the vilest billingsgate and vituperation, 
with no regard to age, sex or condition. 
He 
has even iuvaded the sacred precincts of the 
church, 
and with his revolver beat and 
pounded an aged and infirm Catholic priest 
over the head and felled him to the floor, 
badly wounded. 
While the majority of this 
community are law-abiding citizens, and ab­ 
hor such a character, it has been a vigilant 
task to keep him from obtaining an official 
position, as he has been able to draw some 
good and unthinking men to his assistance, 
while all the vile and low naturally go th-re. 
These are the reasons why the late editor 
considered it his duty to denounce the nom­ 
ination.”

Títere is already an agency here, con 
sisting of several ladit s iu and near San 
Francisco. 
These ladies are prepared i< 
furnish lists of books which are at once a t­ 
tractive and instructive, and we give le- 
low some of the rules and tbe address for 
this part of the country. 
Many entertain­ 
ing books convey valuable information, 
aud if well selected with a wise plan for 
pursuing one subject 
continually, will 
awaken interest and produce a strong im ­ 
pression, so that works on the same topic 
will be relished even if they are of a more 
seriou3 nature. 
It is not easy to select 
from among the mass of books known only 
by their titles such as will be best to read. 
and this society proposes to meet this 
want. 
In response to a demand in various 
parts of the country, it issues now a new' 
set of lists, preparatory to those in the 
original programme. 
Useful reading is not

T heir chief anxiety appears 
to be lest th e people should becoirc too 
earnest, and th ey adopt a patronizing and 
critical m anner in regard to those of tjieir 
contem poraries who are vulgar enough to 
bold th eir beliefs strongly, and who ex­ 
press th eir opinions in a decided way. W e 
have been sorry to find so distinguished a 
journal as th e New Y ork Evening Post 
falling lately into th is line of discussion, 
for we are simple enough to believe th at 
w hen great consequences are depending 
upon political action it is th e d u ty of jour­ 
nalism to represent positive convictions in 
an unm istakable wsy, and th a t a t such 
tim es only harm can result from assum ing 
tho unreality of th e alleged crisis, and 
throw ing cold—or lukew arm —w ater upon 
the enthusiasm of those who th in k and 
feel strongly. 
T he Evening Post recently 
published an article deploring the fact th a t 
th e current of th e present cam paign has 
set in the direction of w hat it calls “ sec- 
“ tionalism ,” and lam enting th e disposi­ 
tion of R epublican w riters and speakers to 
lay so m uch stress upon the danger of 
Southern dom ination. 
The Post, be it u n ­ 
derstood, 
is a R epublican journal, and 
earnestly desires th e success of General 
Garfield, b u t it thinks m ore effect m ight 
be produced on th e public iniud by reli­ 
ance upon th e great services th e R epubli­ 
can p arty has rendered to th e country than 
by forecasting the evils likely to result 
from a D em ocratic victory. 
Iu a case of 
tiiis kind there is b u t one practical mode 
of settling such a difference of opinion, 
and th a t is by a straightforw ard reference 
to the facts of th e situation. 
Is there, or 
is there not, danger to be apprehended from 
D em ocratic rule ? 
T n at is th e crucial ques­ 
tion to be answ ered. 
W e assert th a t on 
this head th e existing facts 
furnish a 
conclusive affirmation. 
W e say th a t the 
issue before the country is not prim arily 
w hether th e R epublican p arty has pur­ 
sued a beneficent policy, and has thus 
brought prosperity to the nation ; b u t th at 
th e m ost vita! issue is the m aintenance of 
republican 
institutions, threatened 
not 
only by th e prospect of Dem ocratic as­ 
cendancy, b u t by the actual present con­ 
dition of things throughout th e South. 
W e declare th a t th e first necessity of 
A m eiican politics is th e vindication of the 
rig h t of every Am erican citizen to cast his 
vote as he pleases, and to have it counted 
as it is cast. 
U ntil th a t is settled there 
can be no room for secondary considera­ 
tions, for until th a t is settled constitutional 
governm ent will not exist throughout the 
U nited States. 
Before there can be any 
profitable reference of other issues to the 
people, it m ust be determ ined w hether 
th e voice of the whole people ¡3 to be 
heard. 
To-day it is not so heard. 
To­ 
day there are fourteen States in which 
republican 
governm ent 
has 
ceased 
to 
e x is t; in w hich the franchise ia denied to 
th e m ajority ; in which force and fraud 
control all elections, and the ballot is a 


m ockery and a sham. 


No man whose word and reputation arc 
w orth anything will dare to deny this. 
I t 
constitutes alike the disgrace and danger of 
our politics, and it m ust be reform ed be­ 
fore w e can proceed to any other considera­ 
tions. 
And b c a u s e this state of things 
proceeds from Southern resistance to free 
institutions, and because Southern influ­ 
ence guides and controls the D em ocratic 
party, we affirm th a t th e Southern ques­ 
tion is necessarily th e dom inant issue in 
th is cam paign, and th a t it is the clear d uty 
of every Republican to see th a t :t ia not 
given a second place in discussion. 
W h at 
arc questions of the tariff, of the currency, 
of any other im port, com pared to ib is? So 
long as th e ballot is not free a t the South 
it is not free at the N orth. The bulldozers 
who count out R epublican votes in A la­ 
bam a are the assailants of liberty in C ali­ 
fornia also. 
Ti.c whole canvass tu rn s on 
this issue. 
I t is not in any sense an ordi­ 
nary Trosidential election. 
i t is not a 
question of untram m eled choice betw een 
the candidates of tw o parties w orking 
under sim ilar conditions. 
I t is a ques­ 
tio n w hether the N orthern and Southern 
D em ocrats in 
alliance shall 
steal 
the 
Riesidency by suppressing th e R epublican 
vote of the South, or by counting th a t vote 
as Democratic. 
No man doubts th a t if 
tho Southern 
Republicans were free to 
vote as they pleased, the solidity of the 
South would disappear, and w ith it H an ­ 
cock's last chance. 
A nd w h at does this 
m ean ? 
I t means th a t the sole reliance of 
tho D em ocratic p arty is upon force ami 
fraud ; th a t it has arranged the cam paign 
by packing the South as a prelim inary ; 
th a t having already stolen ten S tates it 
comes forw ard to dispute the N orthern 
ones w ith its rivals, and th a t it coolly es­ 
tim ates tho electoral votes it has stolen in 
i i vanee ■ s p a rt of its legitim ate pos­ 
sessions. 
C ieirly, therefore, th is is not 
an ordinary cam paign, and clearly the 
m ain issue is w hether the stealing of S tates 
by the forcible and fraudulent suppression 
of tlio franchise shall be adm itted as a 
perm anent political practice in th is coun­ 
try . 
To expose th e 
D em ocratic 
p ro ­ 
gram m e, to characterize! it as it deserves, 
to sweep aw ay th e fogs of sophistry and 
cant w ith which D em ocratic journals and 
speakers seek to cloud th e real issue, this 
is the d u ty of tho Republican press, and in 
perform ing this d u ty it m ust speak boldly 
and plainly. 
There 
aie 
tim es 
when 
earnestness m ay be unnecessary, b ut as­ 
suredly the present is not one of them . 
Tho soundness and th e perm anence and 
th e reality of constitutional governm ent 
and of Republican institutions are a t stake, 
and no zeal can be too warm w here such 
v iu l m atters are in issue.

“ T here ia n o t,” he says, “ a precinct in 
this vast nation w here a Dem ocrat can-

“ as cast. 
No m atter w hat is the predom ­ 
in a n c e 
of 
th e 
opposite 
party, 
he 
“ can 
proclaim 
his political 
opinions, 
“ even if he is 
only 
one 
American, 
“ w ithout fear and w ithout proscription. 
“ There 
are 
fourteen 
States, 
and 
“ localities in some others, w here llepubli- 
“ cans have not th is privilege. 
T his is one 
“ reason w hy I am a R epublican.” 
He 
then proceeds to give other reasons, in the 
faithlessness of 
the Democracy, 
in its 


abandonm ent of principle, in its alliances 
w ith all th e w reckers and repudiators, in 
its intolerance, in its dishonesty, in its 
addiction to fraud, in its hatred and oppo­ 
sition to free institutions. 
H e exposes th e 
u tte r lack of consistency in th e professions 
and positions of the p arty . 
H e says it is 
“ united in bu t one thing, and tn a t is iu 
“ getting control of th e G overnm ent in all its 
“ branches. 
I t is for internal im provem ent 
“ a t the expense of the G overnm ent in one 
“ section, and against this in another. 
I t 
“ favors 
th e .repudiation 
of 
solemn 
“ engagem ents in4 one section, and th e 
“ honest paym ent of its debts in another, 
“ where tho public w ill not tolerate any 
“ other view. 
I t favors fiat m oney in 
“ one place, and good m oney in another. 
“ Finally, it favors th e ‘ pooling of all 
“ issues ’ not favored by th e R epublicans, 
“ to th e end th a t it m ay secure the one 
“ principle upon w hich th e p arty is a m ost 
“ harm onious unit, nam ely, gaining con- 
“ trol 
of 
th e 
G overnm ent 
in all its 
“ branches.” 
T his is a' tru th fu l and preg­ 
n an t characterization of th e present con­ 
dition of 
th e Democracy, and General 
G rant has show n in this speech th a t al­ 
though he has figured all through his long 
public career as “ th e silent m an,” he 
know s how to speak effectively enough 
w hen th e occasion arises. 
H e predicts 
th a t th e solid South w ill be broken up. but 
he declares th a t “ th is desirable solution 
“ can ouly be obtained by th e defeat, and 
“ the continued defeat, of tho Dem ocratic 
“ party as it is now constructed.” 


COLONEL FAIR AS A FOLITICIAN. 


Colonel F air has w ritten a letter de­ 
claring his candidature for th e U nited 
S tates Senate, and settin g forth his m erits, 
as seen by liimsclf. 
H e Bays he has care­ 
fully read th e C incinnati platform , and 
heartily indorses the principles enunciated 
in it. and he proceeds to add : “ A change 
“ of adm inistration is necessary to bring 
“ to a successful conclusion the economic 
"refo rm s 
so 
successfully 
commenced 
" b y 
a 
Democratic Congress." 
This is 
really 
a 
rem arkable statem ent. 
Is 
it 
possible th a t Colonel F air possesses in ­ 
telligence of D em ocratic economic reforms 
w hich have been concealed from the rest of 
the country ? 
W here did he learn of the 
existence of these economic reform s ? 
In 
w hat do 
they 
consist? 
W ho are the 
D em ocrats who introduced them ? 
A nd 
how does it happen th a t nobody bu t Colonel 
F air ever heard of them before ? These are 
questions w hich the Colonel may find some­ 
w hat difficult to a n sw e r; b u t since he 
has spoken of supposititious reform s em ­ 
anating from a Dem ocratic Congress, he cer­ 
tainly ought to be able to inform a listening 
country w hat it is he alludes to. A ssured­ 
ly the D em ocratic leaders are ignorant of 
th e existence of this fund of political 
capital, for th ey have m ade no attem p t to 
utilize it. 
In fact th ey have been defend­ 
ing th eir bad Congressional record all 
along. 
Is it possible th a t Colonel F air 
has reference to the financial record of 
his p arty w hen he speaks of “ economic re-

every D em ociatic m em ber voted against 
tho F ourteenth A m endm ent, w hich asserts 
the inviolability of th e national d tb t.

1SC5 a bill was introduced pledging the 
paym ent of th e bonded debt in coin. Ouly 
one D em ocrat voted for th at. 
W hen it 
was proposed to issue four hundred m ill­ 
ions additional greenbacks, 11 D em ocrats 
only opposed it. 
O at of 133 D em ocrats 
voting on th e repeal of th e R esum ption 
A ct 
in 
1877, 
lCli 
voted 
in 
the 
af­ 
firm ative. 
TV hen a resolution to 
pay 
th e 
bonds 
in 
silver 
was 
intro­ 
duced, 
112 
D em ocrats 
out 
of 
135 
voted for it. 
The A llison-B land silver 
bill received the affirm ative votes of 117 
D em ocrats o ut of 139. 
And W arner’s bill 
of M ay 24, 1S79, m aking silver certificates 
receivable for all G overnm ent dues, re­ 
ceived 129 D em ocratic votes, or all b ut 
eleven. 
These are some of th e facta of 
Dem ocratic perform ance in th e line of 
“ economic reform ,” b u t possibly Colonel 
F air was thinking of som ething rise when 
lie said th a t a change of adm inistration 
was needed. 
As, however, there is no 
direction 
in 
which 
anything 
in 
the 
shape of reform has been proposed or 
advocated by his p arty in Congress, « e 
confers ourselves at a loss to com prehend his 
m eaning, and regret th a t he did n ot specify 
th e precise reform s he had in his m ind—if 
only to have enabled ns to dem onstrate 
th a t the Dem ocrats have not sought them . 
Colonel Fair, however, is startin g out well 
as a Dem ocratic politician, for lie has cvi- 
den tly learned already th e a rt of draw ing 
upon his im agination for his facts. 


THE 
COUNTY 
OFFICERS 
DECISION. 


T he Suprem e C ourt has rendered a de­ 
cision to th e effect th a t no elections for 
county officers are to be held th is year. 
Two of the Judges, T hornton and Sharp- 
stein, 
concur in th e leading argum ent ; 
Ross and M orrison concur in th e con­ 
clusion, b u t differ in details ; M cKee and 
M cK instry have theories of th eir ow n on 
non-essential p o in ts; anil Judgo My rick 
dissents. 
I t is an interesting fact th a t the 
sense 
of the leaders of 
th e California 
bar, so far as it has been expressed, is iu 
direct opposition to the positions of the 
m ajority of the C ourt on this question. 
This, however, is not at all singular, for 
the bar has rarely, if a t all, held w ith the 
decisions of the present Suprem e C ourt. 
This, 
of course, 
shows th a t tho bar is 
wrong, and th a t the C ourt is alw ays right, 
and, indeed, th is m ust be so, since it is 
well know n th a t ouly the ablest ju rists 
over 
seek 
judicial 
positions 
of 
this 
kind. 
W hen, therefore, it is found th a t 
the ta r of the S tate is unable to perceive 
the wisdom and soundness of 
th e de­ 
cisions of such a tribunal, the circum stance 
is highly discreditable to the aforesaid bar, 
and proves that, it is composed of pettifoggers 
and intellectual light-«eights. 
I t is to be 
hoped th a t th e bar of 
California feels 
sufficiently hum iliated at being once more 
found in opposition to the m ajority of the 
Suprem e C ourt, and th a t henceforth it w ill 
be prudent enough to refrain from venturing 
any opinions until it knows how the C ourt 
stands upon the subject in issue. 
The fact 
th a t tho m ajority of th e C ourt are Demo­ 
crats, and th a t the disecntingJudge is a Re­ 
publican, of course, has no significance ; 
nor has it nny bearing upon th e circum ­ 
stance th a t the Dem ocrats were particularly 
anxious not to have county elections this 
year. 
Though people cannot be prevented 
from m aking rem arks about coincidences of 
even th is innocent character, it 
could 
be w ished th a t there was less plausibility 
in the stories th a t are being circulated as 
to the nature of th e alleged bargain be­ 
tw een the K allochites and th e D em ocrats, 
and its bearing upon the succession to the 
U nited S tates Senate. 
M eantim e, there 
will be no elections for county officers, 
and th a t source of activity and proselytism 
m ust be regarded as dried up.

im itated each of his actions. 
W ith a little 
trouble lie m ight have become th e tncdi- 
ciue-man of th e tribe, aud led a host of hu­ 
man autom ata to peace or war. 
There isa 
parallel, of a kind, to this experience in an 
anecdote of a famous C am bridge m esm er­ 
ist. 
“ I say Jo n es,” said a friend one 
m orning after chapel,*“ it is all very w tll 
for once, b u t don’t do it again.” 
“ Don’t 
do w liat ?’ asked th e unconscious Jones. 
The victim replied th a t Jones had success­ 
fully “ w illed" him to get out of bed and 
sit in his tub for half an hour on tho p re ­ 
vious night. 
I t was in vain th a t the m es­ 
m erist protested his entire innocence.

had to relieve his friend’s m ind by prom is­ 
ing him never to “ will” him in th e future.

pounds; third acre—Blue Stem, 22 bushels 
and 23 pouuds ; fourth acre—White Sonora, 
(from Sonora this year), 25 bushels and 52 
pounds ; fifth acre—Wills E irly Club, (cross 
of Club and Red Sonora), 29 bushels aud 50 
pounds ; sixth acre—Danish, 27 bushels and 
30 pouuds; seventh acre—White Tornells, 
27 bushels and 4S pounds; eighth 
acre 
—Genesee, 
26 bushels 
and 30 pouuds; 
ninth acre—Old Common Club, 30 bushels 
arid 44 pounds. Tne earliest varieties, like 
Sonora and Wills Early Club and Genesee, 
were slightly hurt by the north wind. The 
very late varieties, like Old Club, were too 
late to be affected. He thiuks the Wills 
Early Club a first-rate early wheat, the Gen­ 
esee and Tornells is extra good, and the 
Danish the most prolific (if entirely sheltertd 
from wind), but that Old Club must yet btand 
at the heail for late wheat.

In addition to this, 
Colonel Ilaymond, commanding «the First 
Arrillery 
lU-gimeut 
issued 
orders 
that 
“ in recognition of the heroic conduct of 
the late William C. Brown, v.ha died at his 
post iu the performance < f duty, the funeral 
honors due to a Lieutenant t f Artillery will 
be paid by this regiment. The commanding 
officer of Company A will, for such purpose, 
detail half of said company as a funeral es­ 
cort, and place the same under the command 
of a Lieutenant, who will be charged wiih 
the execution of the funeral honors.” In 
compliance with this order, Lieutenant Eisen- 
mecger and a detachment of 20 men of Com­ 
pany A, First Artillery, were detailed and 
performed the duties of escort. They took 
the advance of the procession, marching with 
reversed arms, and fired a military salute of 
honor over the grave. 
The funeral was very largely attended, and 
in addition to the military escort, the Sacra­ 
mento Division of the Brotherhood of Loco­ 
motive Engineers also to< U p u t as a body iu 
accordance with the usages of the Order. 
Last evening a floral monument of flowers 
was received by the late train, sent from San 
Francisco as a tribute from the First Infantry 
Regiment. 
It consists of a perfect triangular 
pyramid, being three feet in bight aud three 
teet wide ou each line of the bare. 
This is 
covered with a mass of choicest white fl overs, 
such as japónicas, ,cape jasmine and white 
lilies, giving it a solid white appearance 
with the color made more rare and delicate 
by sprinkled lines of maidcn-hair fern. On 
the sides of the pyramid inscriptions are 
uniquely wrought with small rich blue flow­ 
ers, as follows : On one fids the word “ Rest 
on another, "H onor to the Brave,” and the 
other, “ From S. L. G. (Sumner Light 
Guard) Co. E, First Regiment.” It will be 
placed on the grave to-day. 


M etropolitan T h ea ter. — The Widow 
Bedott troupa drew a full house last even­ 
ing. The company is an evenly-balanced 
one, competent for the task it has in hand, 
and doing all it has to do welL The play is 
a farce, purpoiting to realize iu dramatic 
form that remarkable creation of literary 
genius. Widow Bedott, as drawn twenty- 
four or five years ago by a then untried 
writer, w hose identity for a long time was 
kept religiously secret. The Widow Bedott 
papers grew into an extended series, aud gave 
the magazine in which they appeared a 
prominence it had not before enjoyed, and 
has never since attained. 
" Widow Bedott,” 
as remembered by the reading of that time, 
was an eccentric old lady of New England, 
given to gossip, rhyme and her neighbors’ 
business, and whose heart was not insensible 
to the tender passion, notwithstanding her 
years, which it would be supposed should 
have driven out all thoughts of new matri­ 
monial honors. 
She was not rude, though 
inquisitive; 
used no slang, though she 
slaughtered the King's English; was not 
immodest, though eccentric ; was not witty, 
though the source aud object of unlimited 
m errim ent; she was a good-natured, igno­ 
rant, vain, kind-hearted, silly, youthfully-in­ 
clined widow of very mature years, whose 
self-conceit made her blind to her fauit3, and 
whose vanity aud ignorance led her into the 
most ludicrous situations. But Mr. Burgees 
plays the character as that of a cunning, un­ 
truthful, ru !e “ conniving widow,” who guz­ 
zles wine, indulges in slang totally un- 
khown twenty- years ago, “ gets off” sharp 
sayings, and indulges in the double en­ 
tente frequently. 
In short, Mr. Burgess’ 
" Precilla ” 
in 
many 
respects 
is 
a 
very different character from the Widow Be­ 
dott that the early readers of the “ papers ” 
knew. But taking the character as presented 
by Mr. Burgess and drawn by Petroleum V. 
Nasby, without regard to its supposed rela­ 
tion t j the work oí Mrs. Whicher, who cre­ 
ated the “ Widow,” aad it is to be said that 
it is one of the most extravagantly laugha­ 
ble of personations. 
It is a broad, rollicking 
and absurd tarce. It kept the audience last 
evening in a constant roar of laughter, and 
made some of the fat men of the house so 
red in the face that oue might be led to be­ 
lieve then: to have reached the verge of 
strangulation. 
As a character actor and low 
comedian Mr. Burgess may be placed in the 
front rank with the few other» who have suc­ 
cessfully presented eccentric New England 
characters, such as " Joshua Whitcomb,” and 
“ The Deputy Sheriff from Jarvis Section.” 
The Elder Sniffles of Mr. Stoddart was a pro­ 
duction quite on the level with that of Mr. 
Burgess, aud considerably nearer the ideal. 
The tame piece will be played again to-night, 
and for a thoroughly laugh-provoking aope- 
tiz-r nothing better can be taken in of an 
evening just now.

was made of sterner stuff. 
He had a duly 
to perform to his party and his country, 
and he performed it fearlessly. 
He knew 
by exposing Gray he would incur the dead­ 
ly enmity of a coward and a scoundrel, but 
he shrank not from the exposure. *

For exposing the character of a i candidate 
"chosen from among the hoodlums and 
the law-breakers,” the editor was shot 
down in cold blood by the cowardly assas­ 
sin exposed. 
By his act Gray stands con­ 
victed of the truth of Glaneey’s strictures. 
Gray proves by his act th at “ his nomina­ 
tion was disgraoeful iu every respect,” and 
that he is a “ law-breaker.” 
It was a de- 
dibcrate, cold-blooded murder, and a3 such 
he should receive the full penalty of the 
law. 
His escape w ith less would encour­ 
age his brother assassins. 
It would be 
dangerous for the public press ; editors 
would stand in constant dread of being 
murdered, were they to denounce rowdy­ 
ism, hoodlumism and law-breaking. 
It is 
time to assert tne supremacy of the law, 
and punish its offenders. 
Let an example 
—-speedy, full and inexorable—be made of 
the assassin of 
Theodore Glancey, the 
m artyr of decency, 
respectability and 
honor.

There are daily illustrations of the fact 
that tire world has its heroes beside those 
of the battlefield. 
A mouth ago there was 
published the account of the death of a St. 
Louis fireman who deliberately braved the 
flames with full knowledge of the danger, 
in the vain effort to rescue some burning 
children. 
Now we have a journalist wan­ 
tonly and cruelly assassinated for daring to 
assert th at his party convention had neg­ 
lected its duty in nominating a known 
criminal character foe District Attorney. 
Mr. Glancey, of the Santa Barbara Press, 
who was thus brutally murdered, was a 
soldier in the war of the rebellion. 
As one 
of the “ Boys in blue” he had faced death 
many hundred times. 
He once told the 
u’rite rit often required more courage for a 
journalist to perform his duty to the pub­ 
lic than to take part in a charge on the bat­ 
tlefield. 
The one is done under excite­ 
m ent and impulse ; in the other the step is 
never taken w ithout calm and deliberate 
judgment, based upon conviction. 
Iu bis 
dying moments Mr. Glancey declared that 
he wrote his article from principle, and 
th at lie would do the same tiling over 
again. 
The people of California havo had 
enough of this shotgun-revolver vindica­ 
tion. 
The man. Clarence Gray, who did 
the shooting, it appears, is well known asa 
desperado. He will be tried for the offense, 
and if the circumstances are as natTated, 
he should suffer the full penalty of the law. 
Mr. Glancey was one of the most conscien­ 
tious journalists in the State. 
Although 
he had but rec -ntly taken charge of the 
Santa Barbara Press, it was, at the time of 
his assassination, one of ths best papers in 
Southern California. 
A lth o u ji it may be 
a poor satisfaction to the bereaved widow', 
yet she has this consolation, th at her hus­ 
band died in discharging a public duty as 
much as though he had met his death 
while fighting under the stars and stripes.
